Bond charged with abuses 


The CSUS Faculty Senate 
yesterday endorsed a declaration 
of intent asking President James 
Bond to either make changes in his 
policy or resign. The six ge 
document charges Bond with !1 
“serious abuses of this imperial 
presidency.” 

Major points of the document, 
passed 32-0, with three absten- 
tions, revolve around Bond's lack 
of serious acceptance of the 
Faculty Senate 

Faculty Senate members state 
that they will refuse to serve on 
future, and resign from existing, 
consultation committees for the 
appointment of academic ad- 
ministrators, they will rescind 
membership of administrative ot- 
ficers on the faculty senate com- 
mittees and the executive com- 
mittee of the Senate, and will 
withdraw the privilege of the floor 
of the senate from administrative 
officers 

The document further states 
that the senate will refuse to serve 
on future committees and resign 
from existing committees ap- 
pointed by the President. The sub- 


Brown review requested

The CSUS Faculty Senate 
voted unanimously Thursday to re- 
quest Governor Brown and Lt 
Governor Mervyn Dymally to 
review the dismissal of CSUS 
Foundation Executive Director 
Eugene Morris last week. 

Morris, foundation director the 
past seven years, was fired last 
Wednesday by the CSUS Foun- 
dation Board of Governors. 

The Senate also asked that 
Morris be reinstated while the 
review is under way. 

Morris, in attendance at the 
faculty meeting Wednesday, said 
he had given two State Department 


UPC calls for 
Bond resignation 


Approximately 50 Uniteu 
Professors of California (UPC) 
members voted Wednesday after- 
noon in favor of calling for CSUS 
President James G. Bond's 
resignation. 

According to Louise Kanter, 
UPC local president, a formal 
resolution justifying their action is 
being drafted. 

The resolution includes all the 
“various things we have opposed 
him on for years,” Kanter said. 

Bond was unavailable for 
comment. 


of Finance auditors three boxes of 
documents from the foundation of- 
fice including “many critical 
documents” during a 1974 inves- 
tigation 

Morris’ statement follows on 
the heels of a revelation Tuesday by 
a State Department of Finance 
auditor who said his superiors 
ordered deletions in a 1974 report 
on discretionary expenditures by 
CSUS administrators through the 
foundation. 

Cliff Johnson, a _ State 
Department of Finance auditor, 
said he and another field auditor, 
R. B. Giberson, “thought there 
were certain items that should have 
been included in the public report, 
but they weren't.” 


Johnson’s superiors, senior 
auditor Willis Garber and chief 
auditor Joseph Minter, were both 
unavailable for comment. 


State Department of Finance 
Director Roy Bell, questioned on 
Johnson's contention, said he was 
not involved in the 1974 audit. 

But Vern Orr, then director of 
finance, told the Hornet Thursday 
that “changes are quite common, 
and normal.” 

“There were probably some 
changes made. . . some additions 
and deletions,” Orr added. 

Although auditors examined 
several areas, adequate staff time 
wasn't available to research all the 
allegations, according to Johnson. 


Johnson said both he and R. B. 
Giberson “prepared a list and sub- 
mitted it to my supervisor (Minter) 
in August 1974.” 

He said the list included 1972-73 
CSUS administration’ dis- 
cretionary fund expenditures, state 
reimbursement for released faculty 
time, and recommendations from 
previous audits in 1968 and 69. 

“We thought these areas should 
be looked into because of our lack 
of time,” Johnson said. 

“There were numerous other 
allegations that we just didn’t have 
time to look into,” Johnson said. 

Johnson said the overall tone of 
the audit was “altered somewhat.” 

But Willis Garber, senior 
auditor, said “We did give (Fred) 
Dalton and his ‘staff a list of 
problem areas when they came to 
Sacramento to do the audit.” 

Dalton, chief of the trustees 
internal audit staff, said, however, 
that his staff doesn’t normally 
follow - up work done by another 
auditing agency 

At the faci ct > g Wednes- 
day, Morris tuid 225 taculty, who 
had just given hin a standing 
ovation, that he had been 
threatened several times in the past 
three years with being fired. 

“I don’t see anyone operating so 
long under threats of firing 
without having a little animosity. 
I'd like to have my job back . 
but I'm not going to sell my 
integrity,” Morris said. 


mission of grades, development of 
class schedules, budgets and 
reports will be communicated 
directly to the Board of Trustees 
And that the facult, will decline 
participation in CSU ceremonial 
and other occasions which serve to 
imply the legitimacy of the current 
administration 

Also a new way of ad- 
ministering faculty research grants 
will be found which excludes ad- 
ministrative participation 

The statement concludes, “We 
do now, however, firmly declare 
our determination to pursue this 
course.” The Senate has agreed to 
send the document to the faculty 
for referendum, after which Bond 
will have one week to respond 

Changes called for include 
“recognition of the Faculty Senate 
as the representative voice of the 
faculty”, immediate withdrawel of 
the proposal to ciange the role and 
selection of depariment chairs, and 
the reinstatement co. Eugene Mor- 
risas Director ofthe CSUS Foun- 
dation 

The document further states 
that “if a resolution of the current

crisis cannot be achieved by either 
changes in the President's posture 
or by his resignation, the faculty 
must...commit itself to a- 
declaration of independence from 
this administration 


Along with requested changes, 
and consequences for not making 
changes, the document 
provides a complete list of Bond's 
“abuses”. It says the president has 
appointed academic ad- 
ministrators who have not held the 
confidence of faculty committees, 


those 


attacked the professional status of 


faculty, and disregarded faculty 
desire for peer evaluation by 
proposing the faculty review 
board 


In addition Bond has “caused 
Morris to be fired without jus- 
tification or reason” and abused his 
authority in faculty grievance cases 
according to the statement 


Approximately 200 faculty 
were present at the meeting when 
an unofficial voice count for ap- 
proval of the document was taken 
It was nearly unanimous. 


Attacker tells story

On Feb. 16, CSUS baseball! 
coach Steve Figler was assaulted 
by two men. The men have been 
identified but not apprehended by 
the University Police. 

Carl Love, accused of the as- 
sault and identified by Figler, ex- 
plained his reasons for the action 
against Figler Wednesday. 

“The gym was open so we went 
in to play some basketball,” Love 
stated. “I pay tuition and fees at 
this college so I have the right to 
use the facilities. !t costs too much 
to play at a club.” 

Figler stated that he was in the 
process of closing the gym when 
one of the people playing basket- 
bali struck him in the throat. 

“We were in the middie of a 
game when the coach turned out 
the lights on us,” Love mentioned. 
“That was really snotty of him. My 
cousin from Los Angeles said, 
‘This is foul, someone should do 
something about it.” My friend hit a 
player with a basketball, then he 
jabbed the coach in the throat.” 

Figler said after the incident in 
the gymnasium, he headed for the 
police office to report what had 
transpired. He said that along the 
way he was attacked again by the 
same individuals 


“The next thing I knew, there's 
this guy running at my 
Volkswagon,” Love said. “We 
didn't know if he was trying to van- 
dalize our car or steal my tape deck 
or what 

“So my friend got out of the car 
and dropped the coach,” Love con- 
tinued. “By the way, I still didn’t 
know that it was the coach. | 
kicked the coach in the cheek while 
he was on the ground. That was 
wrong. I would say the coach was 
hit around four times including my 
kick. When I kicked him, he went 
down all the way and then my 
friend hit him again. 

Figler said that he was going to 
get the license plate number of the 
Volkswagon to strengthen his 
report to the police. He said that 
the car was “gunned” at him. Love 
denied that observation. 

“I'm a graduating senior, I don't 
go around kicking people's asses,” 
Love said. 

“I apologized to Figler later and 
he accepted it, we shook hands,” 
said Love. 

Figler told me that he was out to 
get my friend William, more than 
me,” Love concluded. 

Figler has filed charges of as- 
sault and battery with the Univer- 
sity Police after identifying the 
alleged men in a photo line - up 
Wednesday.

Audit report 
issues 


Editor, the Hornet: 


Because the Hornet has, on 
several occastons, made reference 
to the 1974 Department of Finance 
audit covering the use of dis- 
cretionary funds and the payment 
of excess moving costs to the 
university president, | would like to 
provide the following factual in- 
formation concerning this audit 
report. As I see it, there are three 
basic issues 

© The change in the wording of 
the firial audit report as contrasted 
to the “draft” report that was 
reviewed in an “exit interview” 

@ The question 
Proper expenditures from public 
relations and or discretionary ac- 
counts 

© The legality of payment of 
moving costs” to the 
university president by the foun- 
dation 

My comments concerning each 
ot the above are as follows 

© In my long history of em- 
ployment with the State of Califor- 
nia in business management and 
related roles, | have participated in 
literally dozens of audit exit inter- 
views. Never, in that entire period 
has the final audit report not varied 
from the “draft” that was used for 
exit interview purposes 

The sole reason for an exit inter- 
view is to encourage discussion and 
exchange of information between 
the auditors and the persons res- 
ponsible for the records being 
audited 

Often times, items have already 
been corrected and the auditor is 
willing to eliminate reference to 
them in his final report, because his 
mission has been accomplished. In 
other instances, facts may be 
successfully challenged by the ad- 
ministrators and the final report 
amended for that reason 

So it is not an unusual! cir- 
cumstance to receive a final audit 
report that differs from the original 
draft report 

® In our reply to the audit 


concerning 


“excess 
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report concerning the use of dis- 
cretionary funds, we pointed out 
the fact that the auditors had 
misinterpreted the legal provisions 
concerning the expenditure of 
community relations, _ public 
relations, etc. funds. 

Section 41600 of Title 5, State 
of Califorhia Administrative Code. 
States specifically the following 
provision for community relations 
responsibilities of presidents 


“Official activities commonly 
engaged in the campus ad- 
ministration and customarily 


recognized as essential for promot- 
ing and maintaining student, 
faculty and staff morale.” 

The field auditors questioned 
all “interna!” campus expenditures 
and the chancellor's office legal 
counsel ruled that the above 
provision of the code clearly 
authorized the expenditures ques- 
tioned by the field auditors 

Thus, the expenditures were 
ratified as being legitimate and we 
were authorized to continue utiliz- 
ing these funds in the same manner 
as before 

® The issue of excess moving 
costs stems from the fact that we 
inadvertently did not obtain the 
approval! of the State Department 
of General Services for the ad- 
ditional moving costs paid to the 
president in November, 1972 

The Board of Control Rules 
and Regulations indicate that

payment in addition to those 
specifically authorized in the 
regulations may be made upon 
prior approval! of the Department 
ot General Services 

in our reply to the audit report, 
we stated that since the business of- 
fice and not the president was res- 
ponsible for this oversight, in not 
obtaining general service's prior 
approval, it seemed to us a matter 
of equity that the chancellor's of- 
fice should help us obtain approval 
of the payment 

Since a regulation (now a law) 
was involved in the need for “prior 
approval”, the chancellor's office 
was able and willing to waive this 
requirement, and the payment to 
the President was approved as be- 
ing proper, and thus no repayment 
was necessary 

I trust that the above factual in- 
formation will set to rest the in- 
nuendo and controversy that seems 
to persist concerning these matters.

Grad school limit explained

CSUS students will comprise a 
recommended 25 per cent of the 
total admissions to the School of 
Social ‘Work’s graduate program 
This recommendation was made 
by the Admissions Policy Com- 
mittee headed by Herbert |. Kut- 
chins, 

The issue of allowing only 25 
per cent “maximum” was hotly 
contested Wednesday at an 
emergency meeting of the Social 
Work and Corrections As- 
sociation, a student club 


This recommendation resulted 
in indignation by club president 
Don Hughes and others at the 
meeting. Kutchins responded to 
the anger by raising his voice, 
“Listen all of you, we set 25 per cent 
as a target, no more no less. It wasa 
misprint (the word maximum) and 
I'm willing to go back to committee 
to correct it.” 

The Dean of the School of 
Social Work, Jesse F. McClure, 
said that the “word maximum will 
be stricken” and that it was never 
intended for there to be a max- 
imum. 


After the meeting Hughes told 
the Hornet that ina discussion with 
Kutchins the day before, he asked 
Kutchins, “Is it fair to say this (25 
per cent) is a minimum?” “No” was 
the reply. But he asked Kutchins if 
the figure was a mistake. “No” was 
the reply to that. 

Kutchins denied this at the 
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meeting and in other discussions 
with Hughes 


Another aspect that distrubed 
the students present was that they 
feared the number (25) percentage 
to be policy without discussion 
Kutchins stated that the policy ts 
merely a recommendation to the 
curriculum committee who then 
needs approval of the Dean. But 
according to Hughes, Kutchins 
told him earlier that this was 
policy 


At stake is how many CSUS 
students will fill the 80 - 120 vacan- 
cies in the graduate program next 
year. According to McClure, only 
54 of the 450 applicants are from 
CSUS and that without a target 
percentage perhaps only 10 per 
cent of those accepted would be 
CSUS students. 


With the target of 25 per cent, 








CSUS students may comprise 20- 
3% of the 8O - 120 vacancies 
McClure called it a one in 10 
chance or a one in four chance 
depending on what the students 
want 

Why have a target? According 
to the catalogue which Dean 
McClure wrote, preference is given 
to CSUS students in accepting 
students. 


But, he said, if all those 
preferred have equal qualifications 
as those from other schools, then 
target numbers are no good. If the 
academic qualifications are lower, 
then an effort to let in the best 25 
per cent from CSUS will be made. 

Hughes views this as a conces- 
sion and an admission by McClure 
that perhaps the students here 
aren't as well, prepared for the 
graduate program. And that CSUS 
students would be accepted so as 
not to make thiggs look bad 
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ASI funding of KERS will be made 
in the future. 

In the final move of the Senate 
this week, a $955 appropriation for 
ski day transportation was passed 
as its quorum walked out the door 

The quorum call which 
followed shortly thereafter, ended 
the meeting with two more bills still 
on the week's agenda 

In other ASI news 

The lack of interested students

“Our Student Health Center lab 
facility is one of the finest in the 
CSU system.” said Mike Daigle,

The kinds of laboratory work 
that CSUS students can receive at 
the Student Health Center include 
hematologies, blood chemistries, 
pregnancy tests, urinalyses, vaginal 
skin scraping, 
bacteriology. physicals and EKG's 

“Ninety - nine percent of all 
requested at the Student 
Health Center are free,” Daigle 
added. 

All tests must be authorized by 
one of the center's physicians. If a 
student brings a request from their 
private doctor, then it must be 
counter - signed by a Student 


smears, 


tests 


Health Center physician before 
any testing can be done 

Although the majority of tests 
can be taken immediately, certain 
ones, such as glucose tolerance 
tests, must be scheduled in ad- 
vanee 

Test results will never be given 
the same day, unless in an 
emergency situation 
be told approximately when they 
can return to receive their results 

“Our work load is continually 
increasing, not only in number of 
patients and tests, but also in 
variety of tests performed. We are 
always seeking to keep abreast of 
changes in the field and thereby 
providing the best service pos- 
sible,” said Daigle

The Sacramento architectural 
firm of Nacht and Lewis is ex- 
pected to complete working 
drawings for the building by July 
Bidding on construction would 


later. Ad- 
ministrators hope to open the 
building for classes and faculty oc- 
cupation in the fall of 1978 

Architects have designed a three 
- story structure primarily to ease 
the faculty - office crunch in many 
departments. 

Featuring an open inner cour- 
tyard running nearly the entire 
length of the 300 foot building, 
elevated walkways and extensive 
exterior landscaping, the new 
home of the School of Business will 
complement the contemporary 
style of the library and student 
union. 

Governor Brown appropriated 
money for the building in his 
proposed budget, now in the 
legislative committee. After com- 
puting future attendance levels, the 
State Department of Finance 
eliminated half of the proposed 
classroom space, including an ex- 
tensive multi - media center, by 
deleting plans for two wings beside 
the main structure.

The compromise decision by 
Miller and MECHA - UFW 
spokesman Duane Campbell 
ended a fiery staff dispute on 
whether the Rossi ads should be 
run. The Hornet staff responded to 
sharp criticism from MECHA and 
the UFW concerning the ads; the 
organizations accused the Hornet 
of abusing the UFW and MECHA 
causes against Gallo

Solomon asked Grossman 
through the Hornet the following 
questions 

e “Why is the LFW the only 


union in the country claiming to be 
the sole judge of union member 
standing (regarding dues and 
initiation fees)?” 

@ “Why doesn't the UF W have 
a working pension plan? The 
UFW’s Juan De la Cruz pension 
plan has not been implemented 
yet.” 

Solomon added that the 
boycott against Gallo products ts 
“destroying First Amendment 
rights; it is a very dangerous 
precedent.” 

Grossman replied in the follow- 
ing matter 

e “Unlike the Teamsters, the 
LFW has a much fairer system of 
disciplining farm workers. We 
have five - man committees go out 
in the field. As for the Juan De la 
Cruz pension plan, it is in effect 

In other words, Grossman sim- 
ply said that Solomon does not 
know what he ts talking about 

Solomon aiso asked Grossman 
through the Hornet why the AFL - 
ClO has not joined the boycott 
against Gallo. Grossman said that

Bond, first to request audit 


State Department of Finance 
Director Roy Bell Wednesday con- 
tradicted CSUS President James 
Bond's contention that tt was Bond 
who first requested a 1975 Califor- 
mia State University and Colleges 
(CSUC) Trustees internal audit of 
the CSUS Foundation 

Bell told the Hornet that he sent 
a March 10 letter to CSUC 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke re- 
questing the audit 

“We just got enough of the 
tringes to give them (trustees inter- 
nal audit staff) something to go on 
in terms of feelings, problems, 
concerns, and other questionable 
areas between the foundation and 
administration,” Bell said 

Bell's statement is tn direct con- 
flict to a statement from Bond 
Tuesday that “this audit, as well as 
several others, came about as a 
consequence of a request on my 
part for a review of the foundation 


because of repeated insinuations of 
wrongdoing.” 

But CSUS Business Manager 
Stan Pretzer said Thursday that 
Bell's request was “just an exten- 
sion of the request we made to 
finance in 1974 to look into several 
problem areas in the foundation.” 

He said that since finance 
“didn't have the time or staff to 
finish the audit, they recommended 
that the trustees complete it.” 

CSUC Trustees internal audit 
chief Fred Dalton corroborated 
Bell's statements Wednesday that 
the audit was requested initially by 
linance 

“They asked that an in - depth 
Management review for com- 
pliance be made,” Dalton said 

Beil cited “a number of 
Management and organizational! 
problems more than time 
available and staff to do it.” ac- 
cording to Dalton 
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Racism supported

Reineck. who considers himself 
a Christian, believes in accepting 
the Bible “literally”. He has arrived 
al some unique interpretations 

“Its okay for us to hate if it is 
done correctly.” 

“Racism is following the 10 
commandments not to adulterate 
(sic)” 


“The laws of God caii for the 


separation of the races.” 

“Satan-was the original Jew.” 

Reineck has achieved near - 
celebrity status at ARC. Once, the 
ARC Beaver refused to print a 
letter to the editor from Reineck, 
on the grounds that the material 
was so inflammatory that its 
publication might place him in 
jeopatdy 


Reineck’s reaction at the time 
was. “That's alright The 
moveent needs martyrs.” 

On another occasion, Reineck 
was forced to leave through the 
back door of a building where he 
had been addressing a group of 
government students, when some 
members of his audience 
threatened to become violent 

Once outside, he was ushered 
saJely away by a campus security 
otficer 

Ironically. that officer was 
black 


What would the country be like 
n five vears if Reineck had his 
was’ 

“We would repatriate all non - 
white people. America would be 
saved for white people.” 


Bike lockers, on campus 
visitor’s booth approved 


President James Bond ap- 
proved the Parking Fines and 
Forfeitures Committee recommen- 
dation to purchase bike lockers 
and construct an on campus 
visitor's booth 


Although the committee listed 
the bike lockers as their first 
priority, Bond plans to secure an 
estimate on the cost of the visitor's 
booth before purchasing the bike 
lockers 

CSUS Business Manager Stan 


Pretzer, a committee member, 
summarized Bond's expenditure 
plan as a “chicken and egg 
proposition.” 


Pretzer explained while the pur- 
chase of bike 
technically precede the completion 
of the visitor’s booth, the estimate 
on the visitor's booth must be ob- 
tained tirst in order to use the entire
